PARIS, May 21.—France refused 
today to withdraw its colonial 
troops from Diredawa, Ethiopia, 
key point on the Italian-occupied 
French-Ethiopian railroad. 

Official sources said the 150 sol- 
diers would continue to guard the 
Diredawa shops on the French- 
owned railroad, despite a request 
from Italy that they withdraw. 
Such a withdrawal, these sources 
said, would be tantamount to rec- 


ognition of the Italian occupation 
of Ethiopia. 

In asking that the troops be 
moved, Italy insisted its army of 
occupation was capable of main- 
taining order throughout the land. 

Railroad officers also turned 
down an Italian request that they 
permit the shipment of 840 tons of 
provisions from Djibouti, French 
Somaliland, to the Italian troops in 
Addis Ababa... The request was de- 
nied on the ground that the road’s 
war-time neutrality still was in 
force. 

Objects to Priest's Ouster. 


Joseph Paul-Boncour, acting 
foreign minister, declared tonight 
Italy’s expulsion of a French priest 
from Ethiopia was “unacceptable.” 

Monsignor Andre Jarosseau, 78- 
year-old leader of Roman Catholic 
missions, who had been in Ethiopia 
50 years, ministering especially to 
lepers, was ordered out of the 
country by Italian authorities yes- 
terday on charges of having made 
“hostile demonstrations against 
Italy.” 

“The sole question to discuss,” 
Paul-Boncour declared, “is whether 
the expulsion was justified. We 
think it was not.” 

Paul-Boncour conferred immedi- 
ately with Charles Roux, French 
ambassador to the Vatican. After- 
ward he said Count Charles de 
Chambrun, French ambassador to 
Rome, would make representations 
to the Italian Government. 

A zone was created at Djibouti 
over which foreign planes were for- 
bidden to fly, because of new coast- 
al defense works. 

Blum Takes Up Situation. 


France’s prospective Premier, 
Leon Blum, was reported to have 
taken up the general Italian situa- 
tion last night. Right after talking 
to Salvador de Madariaga of Spain, 
former League conciliator in the 
East African conflict, Blum _ re- 
ceived Premier Albert Sarraut, 
Minister of State Paul-Boncour and 
Alexis Leger, permanent secretary 
of the Foreign Office, in a two-hour 
conference at his apartment.

NEW YORK, May 21.—Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman announced in Al- 
bany yesterday that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election this 
fall. 

His statement came unexpectedly 
and was a stunning blow to the 
Democratic state and national or- 
ganizations, since Lehman’s popu- 


\campaign of President 


larity with the State’s voters had 
been depended on to bolster’ the 
Roosevelt 
for re-election. 


So closely had Lehman guarded 
his decision that it is believed that 
no one except President Roosevelt 
knew of it. 

A draft-Lehman movement, which 
had its incipiency in the Jefferson 
Day dinner speech of Presidcnt 
Roosevelt in New York April 25, 
will be started by the Democrats 
immediately. Preliminary plans for 
the drive probably will be made in 
Syracuse tonight when State Chair- 
man James Farley makes a spevch 
there and confers with Vincent 
Dailey, his unofficial assistant, and 
other State leaders. 

But so emphatic was Lehman’s 
renunciation of his candidacy that 
the possibility of drafting him was 
in the nature of a hope against 
hope. A scramble for his place on 
the ticket was already visible before 
sunset yesterday. 


Governor’s Statement. 
Gov. Lehman’s statement follows: 
“For almost eight years, as Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governcr, I 


have given to the work of the State 
all my time and all my strength. 
During these years I have felt that 
the confidence shown by the people 
of the State could be repaid only by 
devotion to the welfare of the State. 
I can honestly say that I have giv- 
en that in full measure and that I 
have seen in public office only op- 
portunity to serve the State and 
its people. 

“During these difficult cares the 
opportunity to serve has been great, 
but the cares and responsibilities 
of office have been correspondingly 
heavy. The record speaks for it- 
self. My pledges and performances 
are known.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The ex- 


act boundaries of the proposed me- 


morial to Thomas Jefferson and the 
western pioneers on the St. Louis 
river front have not yet been fixed, 
according to A. E. Demaray, acting 
director of the National Park serv- 
ice. 

Demaray made his statement in 
a letter to Paul O. Peters, execu- 
tive director of a citizens’ commit- 
tee opposed to the memorial, which 
Peters made public, with a state- 
ment today. 

“While the exact boundaries of 
the project have not been fixed or 
studied except in a preliminary 
way,” Demaray said, “the boun- 
daries heretofore tentatively estab- 
lished and indicated in the publi- 
cations authorized by the United 
States Territorial Expansion Me- 
morial Commission, created by joint 
resolution of the Seventy-third Con- 
gress, will be taken as a basis for 
subsequent studies. The final boun- 
daries must be approved by. the 
United States Territorial Expansion 
Memorial Commission.” 

The site would be acquired, in 
accord with President Roosevelt’s 
executive order of last December.

Heavy Property Losses Reported

Both Quickly Taken Out After 
Retaining Wall on Express

Manpherd F. Kopf, 43 years old, 
was killed at 9:30 a. m. today when 
a 15-foot section of an excavation 
made for the new express highway 
caved in just west of Taylor avenue, 
burying Kopf and another work- 
man under a pile of dirt. 

Kopf, an employe of the Powers 
& Thompson Contracting Co., died 
of a crushed skull on the way to 
Barnes Hospital. Apparently he 
was struck in the head by stones in 
the falling dirt. The amount of dirt 
that fell on the two men was small 
and fellow workmen  extricated 
them within about two minutes. 

James Cody, 4019A Clayton ave- 
nue, suffered minor injuries and 
was taken to a nearby physician's 
office for treatment. Kopf resided 
at 915 Geyer avenue, and is sur- 
vived by his wife and a 24-year-old 
son. 

The two men were working with 
six others loading slips, or large 
metal. boxes, with dirt. The slips 
were then hauled out of the excava- 
tion by a crane. The excavation at 
this point is about 25 feet deep to 
permit the highway to go under 
Taylor avenue at the intersection.

70 - Year - Old Physician 
Declares, in Risking Con- 
tempt Proceedings by 
House Committee. 


HIS FOLLOWERS 
APPLAUD AS HE GOES 


Counsel Alleged Earlier, 
After $23,000 Was Col- 
lected for Lobbying Com- 


mittee New Request for 
Cash Was Made.

WASHINGTON, May 21. — Dr, 


Francis E. Townsend this after- 
noon made a dramatic exit from 
the House hearing where his old- 
age pension plan was under investi- 
gation. Defying contempt proceed- 
ings, the 70-year-old physician an- 
‘houneed that he was “tired of this 
inquisition,” and would “not re- 
turn to this place except under ar- 
rest.” 

So saying, he picked up his straw 


sailor, and escorted on either side 


by two husky young Townsendites, 
made his way with faltering steps 
out of the House Office Building. 

His decision to brave the power 
which has sent Harry Sinclair, Wil- 
liam MacCracken and others to jail, 
for contempt, was reached after a 
session in which his organization 
was accused of using the mails to 
defraud, in collection of funds. 

Temporarily Excused Earlier. 

James R. Sullivan, committee 
counsel, made the charge at the 
morning hearing. Shortly there- 
after, Dr. Townsend, obviously suf- 
fering from “nerves,” asked to be 
excused temporarily. When the 
committee was called to order after 
the luncheon recess, his attorney 
announced that Townsend would be 
an hour late. 

The hour arrived, and the doctor 
arrived with it, holding in his hand 
a statement which he asked leave 
to read. He was trembling visibly, 
and his voice was unsteady. Rep- 
resenttaive Jasper Bell of Missouri, 
the chairman, asked him to take 
his seat and be examined in the 
regular order. Townsend remained 
standing. 

“In view,” he quavered, “of the 
apparently unfriendly attitude of 
this committee, and its unfriendly 
attitude shown me and my move- 
ment, I deem it my duty to say that 
I shall no longer attend these hear- 
ings or be a party to these pro- 
ceedings. I am itred of this inqui- 
sition, and I do not intend to re 
turn here except under arrest.” 

Followers Applaud. 

A moment of startled silence en- 
sued, followed by a burst of hand- 
clapping from his supporters in the 
audience. Townsend looked around 
uncertainly, an dthen clutched his 
hat. The two huskies jumped to 
his side and hurried him to the 
door. A rera-guard position was 
taken up by the Rev. Gerald L. K. 
Smith, one-time Huey Long hench- 
man, who executed a similar coun 
himself at the Coroner's inquest 
into the killing of Dr. Carl Weiss, 
Long’s assassin, in Baton Rouge. 

Bishop James Cannon was the 
latest previous witness to defy a 
Congressional Committee in the 
manner. About five years ago, dur- 
ing a sesison of the Caraway Lobby 
Committee of the Senate, he gath- 
ered up his papers and hobbled 
out on his crutches. No action was 
taken against him, because a 
quorum of the committee was not 
present. 

Townsend will have the benefit 
of no such technicality. Every 
member of the House Committee 
was in his seat when the doctor 
walked out. The committee will 
meet in executive session tomor-

MOSCOW, May 21.—K. B. Sem- 
enchuk, so-called “tyrant of Wran- |

tion. There was no famine and) 
he had not even a thought of mur- | 
der, the petty dictator declared. He 
talked for an hour and a half. 

Concerning the death of Dr. W. 
R. Wulfson, whom he is accused 
of having murdered, Semenchuk 
asserted the only person who might 
clear up the mystery was his lieu- 
tenant and co-defendant, 8S. P. 
Startseff. 

Startseff subsequently took the 
stand and testified he had no 
knowledge of how the doctor met 
his*fate on a trip into the Arctic 
wastes. His only fault, he insisted, 
was in failing to tie the doctor's 
sled to his own, so he wouldn't get 
lost, 

“Paradise” Till Tyrant Came. 

Before the prisoners testified, 
witne@ses declared Semenchuk’s 
rule turned Wrangel Island from 
a “paradise” to a land of famine 
where hungry Eskimos devoured 
their dogs. 

Semenchuk, insisted, however, he 
distributed food whenever it was 
requested, 

It was expected the prosecutor 
would sum up the charges against 
Semenchuk, former Soviet admin- 
istrator of the Island, tonight or 
tomorrow. Semenchuk is charged 
with responsibility for four myste- 
rious deaths on the island. 

A Conceited Dictator. 

Dr. M. Krashennikoff, who flew 
from Cape Wellen to perform an 
autopsy on the body of Dr. Wulf- 
son, said the administrator was ‘a 
conceited dictator before whom ev- 
eryone on the island trembled.” 
When he arrived, he said, the Eski- 
mos were eating their dogs. 

Declaring Dr. Wulfson’s body was 
well preserved by the cold even 
though he had been dead four 
months at the time of the autopsy, 
Dr. Krashennikoff attributed his 
death to violence. — 

A telegram, said to have been sent 
to Moscow by Semenchuk, report- 
ing the deaths of five Eskimos 
“from scurvy,” was printed in the 
official press today. 

Witness Put in Jail. 

In the midst of his testimony, a 
witness was taken from the stand 
last night and sent to jail on 
charges punishable by from six 
months to 10-years’ imprisonment. 
The witness was Meteorologist Kk. 
Kardovsky, representative of the 
Communist party on Wrangel Is- 
land during Semenchuk’s alleged 
reign of terror. 

After severe questioning, Kardov- 
sky admitted he put up no resist- 
ance to Semenchuk’s “illegal acts’ 
and gave the names of three Eski- 
mos who died of starvation while 
he was on the island. 

The prosecutor accused him of 
criminal negligence and complicity 
in concealing enemies of the state. 
He demanded the meteorologist’s 
arrest and the Court agreed. 

Death of Dr. Wulfson. 

Dr. Wulfson, it is alleged, was 
killed by Semenchuk for opposing 
the dictatorship. L. Kutsevaloff, 
hydrologist who found Wulfson’s 
dog sled after the doctor’s disap- 
pearance, joined other witnesses in 
expressing the opinion it was a case 
of murder. 

The dogsled, he said, was anchored 
in the snow in a manner attributed 
only to an expert driver, while it 
was Dr. Wulfson’s first experience 
at driving dogs. 


SHOOTING REPORTED IN STRIKE 
TO OUST VENEZUELA CONGRESS 


Twenty Thousand Citizens in Dem- 
onstration in Caracas; Move- 
ment Against Jesuits,

MARACAIBO, Venezuela, May 21. 
—Unconfirmed reports from Ca- 
racas, the capital, said shooting had 
occurred in a demonstration of 20,- 
000 citizens against the national 
congress. National labor unions, 
including those in Caracas, had 
called a 48-hour general strike. 

In Maracaibo, center of the na- 
tion's oil producing area, the shut- 
down was almost complete.’ Army, 
navy and police guards patrolled 
the streets. 

Unions were protesting against 
continuance in office of the Con- 
gress, whose members were hand- 
picked by the late dictator, Gen. 
Juan Vicente Gomez. The Con- 
gress was reported to have passed 
a “ley de defensa social” (law of 
social defense), making it a crim- 
inal offense to profess or suggest 
Communistic doctrines in any form.

Britain, France, Get Hints to With- 
draw Legation Guards. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 21.—An authori- 
tative source said today the British 
and French Governments had been 
in consultation following Italian 
“hints” that their Legation guards 
in Addis Ababa should be with- 
drawn. The two Governments, it 
was said, are seeking to determine 
what course they should pursue. 


Informed sources said Italy had 
not made an official request but, 
rather, had dropped hints. These 
intimations were said to have been 
given Sir Sidney Barton, British 
Minister to Ethiopia, by Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio and to Sir Eric 
Drummond, British Ambassador to 
Italy, by Fulvio Suvich, Italian Un- 
der-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 

The impression was gained that 
the Italians considered themselves 
in control of the situation in the 
former Ethiopian capital and able 
to maintain safety for foreigners. 
Legation guards, in consequence, 
they consider superfluous. 

The British and French have 
been studying whether the condi- 
tions in Addis Ababa can be con- 
sidered safe. 

It was pointed out that, by right 
of military occupation, the Italian 
Government can demand the with- 
drawal of foreign Legations if it 
desires. 

The British have made it clear 
that, even should they withdraw 
their legation, they would consider 
the step to be taken without po- 
litical implications as regards the 
recognition of Italian sovereignty 
over Ethiopia. 

Ambulance Worker Missing. 


The British are investigating the 
mysterious disappearance of L. J. 
Bonner, a nursing orderly attached 
to the British ambulance unit in 
Ethiopia. 

Bonner underwent treatment for 
rabies after a mad dog bit him 
in Addis Ababa. When the serum 
supplies were exhausted, he was 
started by train to Djibouti, French 
Somaliland, from which he was to 
go to Aden for further treatment. 
He stopped at Diredawa to talk to 
the British Consul at Harar and 
the train pulled out without him. 

The Consul told the Italians that 
Bonner needed treatment urgently, 
then returned to his post at Harar, 
leaving Bonner in Diredawa. At 
Harar, the Consul received a re- 
port that Bonner had been ar- 
rested. The Consul again ap- 
proached the Italians who alleged 
Bonner had been employed by the 
armed forces of the Ethiopian Gov- 
ernment. The Consul denied this 
charge. Then he was told Bonner 
had disappeared. 


UP TO DATE ON APPLICATIONS 
FOR SOLDIER BONUS BONDS 


Administrator Hines Says 2,000,000 
of 3,100,000 Applications Have 
Been Certified.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Frank 
T. Hines, administrator of veterans’ 
affairs, reported to President Roos- 
evelt today that applications for sol- 
dier bonus bonds would be acted 
on as fast as they could be investi- 
gated and certified to the treasury. 

“I am satisfied,” he said, “that 
on the morning of June 15 postmas- 
ters will have bonds for every sec- 
tion of the country.” Hines said 
3,100,000 applications to exchange 
bonus certificates for cashable 
bonds had been filed to date. By 
the end of this week, he said the 
veterans ‘administration would have 
certified 2,000,000 of them to the 
treasury for payment. He said the 
work was “up to date.” 

“Whether all the bonds will go 
out,” he said, “depends on whether

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SOCIALIST HARMONY 
PRE-CONVENTION MOVE 


Thomas and Leftist Leaders 
Make New Efforts to Avert 
Rightwing Walkout. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, May 21.—Seeking 
to avert a rightwing “walkout” in 
the national convention of the So- 
cialist party, Norman Thomas and 
leftist leaders made new efforts to- 
day to harmonize differences with 
the so-called “old guard.” 

In this the Thomas group was 
joined by the strong Wisconsin 
delegation led by Mayor Daniel W. 
Hoan of Milwaukee. 

As a first step for peace within 
the party, the leftists-dominated 
National Executive Committee, 
Thomas said, has prepared a re- 
phrasing of the much-controverted 
Detroit declaration of principles, 
adopted at the 1934 national con- 
vention—characterized as illegalis- 
tic and Communistic by rightwing 
“old guardist.” 

This revision will be presented to 
the convention, which will open 
Saturday. 

The revised document, Thomas 
said, “tones down” the sections con- 
cerning resistance to war and the 
organization of the Socialist state 
in the event of capitalist collapse. 

In general, however, the militancy 
of the Detroit declaration—even in 
the controverted sections—is pre- 
served.. Even the New York “mili- 
tants”—-the dominant group in the 
New York leftist coalition which 
defeated the “old guard” in the 
April primary and which now con- 
trols the party organization in that 
State—said they would not oppose 
a rephrasing of the document. 

Whether this effort at harmony 
will satisfy the leaders of the “old 
guard” will not be determined until 
after the interstate conference of 
rightwing factions tomorow after- 
noon. 

There was talk around conven- 
tion headquarters that the leftist 
factions now. in power in New York 
would reorganize the New York 
City and State committees, after 
the convention, to give the “old 
guard” proportional representation, 
if it would recognize the jurisdic- 
tion of the _ victorious primary 
groups and the National Committee 
—which, so far, it has refused to do. 

Delegates generally agreed that, 
if the New York situation could be 
settled, efforts to harmonize the 
leftist-rightiest differences would 
be greatly advanced.

porations. He said it would take 
care of 90 per cent of all corpora- 
tions, and that none would pay a 
higher tax than it does how unless 
its income was $18,000 or $19,000 
annually. 

The exemption, he said, would 
eliminate an objection that might 
have been raised, namely that by 
boosting the flat corporate income- 
tax rate to 18 per cent, small firms 
would haye been penalized. Under 
existing law the small companies 
pay a 12% per cent rate and the 
larger ones 15 per cent. 

“Windfall” Tax Changes. 

Yesterday the committee, carry- 
ing out recommendations of a sub- 
committee, agreed to keep the 80 
per cent “windfall” tax rate pro- 
vided in the House bill against 
processors who were “unjustly en- 
riched” by non-payment of the in- 
validated AAA taxes, but 
decided without dissension to ease 
its application to some extent.

LEAVES ETHIOPIA 
ON WAY 10 ITALY 


Expected to Head Tri- 
umphal Procession in 
Rome on June 7.

ASMARA, Eritrea, May 21.—Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio, leaving his re- 
sponsibilities as Viceroy of Ethi- 
opia in the hands of Gen. Rodolfo 
Graziani, is on his way back to 
Italy. 

Gen. Graziani, commander of the 
southern campaign, arrived in Ad- 
dis Ababa yesterday and assumed 
the power of government in the 
name of King-Emperor Victor Em- 
manuel just before Marshal Badog- 
lio left the former Ethiopian capi- 
tal. 

Marshal Badoglio is expected to 
arrive by military plane later today 
at Gura, about an hour’s drive from 
Asmara, and proceed to Massaua, 
where he probably will sail Monday 
aboard the hospital ship Arborer 
for Italy. 

There, he is expected to lead a 
triumphal procession through 
Rome’s ancient Arch of Constan- 
tine June 7, when Italy will cele 
brate simultaneously its Constitu- 
tion Day and its conquest and an- 
nexation of Ethiopia. 

The departure of Marshal Badog- 
lio from Addis Ababa, just 15 days 
after leading his army into the cap- 
ital, indicated that the Italians 
thought that no more major organ- 
ized resistance remained in Ethi- 
opia. 

Although Ras Imeru still operated 
with a small force in Western Goj- 
jam Province, military dispatches 
said the column under Achille Star- 
ace which occupied the Lake Tana 
sector had entered Debra Marcos, 
capital of Gojjam. 

Marshal Badoglio’s departure was 
explained officially as a vacation in 
Italy with his wife and daughter 
who have been awaiting him here. 
Actually, well-informed sources con- 
sidered it unlikely the 65-year-old 
chief of the Italian army General 
Staff would ever return except for 
a visit. 

Maj. Giuscppe Bottai, Governor of 
Rome, who was made Governor of 
Addis Ababa after the Italian occu- 
pation, accompanied Marshal Bad- 
oglio, returning t- his old duties in 
Rome. 

Asmara is crowded now, as it 
never was before, with troops and 
officers waiting to turn the other 
way—to home. Officers cram every 
available boat, even sleeping on 
decks to return to Italy. 

This correspondent flew in three 
and one-half hours yesterday from 
Addis Ababa to Asmara above roads 
which required 12 days of bitter 
driving to cover in March. 


ENGLAND ASKS AUTO MAKERS 
TO BUILD FIGHTING PLANES 


Air Force Expansion to Be Three 
Times That of 1934, Minister 
Tells Commons. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 21.—Sir Thomas 
W. H. Inskip, Defense Co-ordinat- 
ing Minister, told the House of 
Commons today Great Britain’s air 
force expansion plan called for a 
threefold increase as compared 
with 1934 and that 1600 pilots had 
been added in the last year. 

“But what we are interested in 
at the present moment,” he said, 
“is the provision of aircraft for 
the use of the personnel.” 

He disclosed that the Government 
had launched a campaign to enlist 
automobile firms in the manufac- 
ture of airplanes. He said such 
firms had been asked to build new 
plants or extensions on their fac- 
tories at Government expense.

Clements’ Comment Reported. 

There was evidence that during 
the presence of the committee in 
Washington, a conference was held 
in a hotel room, in the course of 
which Clements exclaimed impa- 
tiently, “Oh, we don’t give a damn 
about the old people.” 

According to the testimony, a 
woman supporter who was present 
burst into tears, buried her head 
on Dr. Townsend’s shoulder, and 
sobbed: “Are you going to let him 
talk like that?” 

Dr. Townsend, the witness said,

I was told that our 
fund was exhausted.” 

“Yet the fact is that when you 
sent out this second appeal, and got 
$11,490 more, ostensibly to support 
the activities of this committee in 
Washington, and members of the 
committee actually had returned to 
their homes, after spending only 
$1804 of the original $23,000?” “TI 
don’t know about that.” 

Denies It Caused Breach, 

“Isn’t it a fact that the sending 
out of that second appeal was what 
caused the breach between you and 
the members of the Strategy Com- 
mittee?” “It was not.” 

“They were angry because the 
mails had been used to defraud.” 
“IT don’t concede that any such 
thing had happened.” 

Sullivan recited testimony given 
recently by Randall before a sub- 
committee in Los Angeles, in which 
he declared that his name was 
forged to the “Townsendgram,” 
that he never saw a copy of it until 
long afterward, and that he re- 
signed from the movement when he 
learned it had been sent, 

Randall served three terms in 
Congress as a member of the Pro- 
hibition party, from Los Angeles. 


“Sent to Prison for Less.” 

Moore, another member of the 
“Strategy Committee,” also testi- 
fied before the sub-committee that 
the “Townsendgram” was unauthor- 
ized and unjustified, adding “Men 
have been sent to prison for less.” 

Sullivan read many responses 
which local Townsend clubs and in- 
dividuals made to fhe appeal. One 
man said he had had only one 
day’s work on a relief project, but 
sent 25 cents. A club in Wyoming 
reported that it was in the drouth- 
stricken region, and most of its 
members were on relief, but it en- 
closed $10. 

Moore described a meeting of 
Townsend Committee members and 
leadesr in a Washington hotel in 
April, 1935. Moore had just learned 
of the “Townsendgram” and the 
response. Up to that time, he said, 
the committee’s total expenditures 
had been less than $2000 and he de- 
manded that Clements account for 
the remainder. He described Clem-

Subsequently, a similar gathering 
was held in Denver, but neither 
Townsend nor Clemefits was pres- 
ent. Frank Arbuckle, the director 
of Old Age Revolving Pension, 
Ltd., was. Moore, alluding to the 
“Townsendgram” and similar ap- 
peals, quoted himself as saying to 
Arbuckle: 

“These things are crimes and 
falsehoods. How can we ever ex- 
plain them?” He said Arbuckle re- 
plied that he knew the situation 
was “very bad,” and asked “what 
can we do to correct it?” 

“I asked him whether he realized 
that Townsend and Clements were 
racketeers and .grafters,” Moore 
said. “He didn’t use those terms 
himself, but he agreed with what I 
said. Believe me, I used them 
plenty.” 

It was Moore who described the 
episode in which he said a Mrs. 
Marshall wept on Townsend's 
shoulder. 

Asked about the “notable victo- 
ries” mentioned in the “Townsend- 
gram,” Moore replied: “There was 
no earthly justification for the use 
of such a term. The fact is that 
in Washington we had encountered 
one series of defeats after another.” 

“Do you still deny, Doctor, that 
the language of this appeal, sent 
through the United States mails, 
constituted a fraud?” Sullivan 
asked Townsend. “I don’t see how 
it does,” was the reply. 

“And you don’t think it was 
fraudulent to collect $11,000 on the 
representation that the money was 
to support the activities of a com- 
mittee which actually had ceased to 
function?” “Oh, I can’t answer as 
to that.” 

“Our Best Man’s” Career, 

An interesting episode in the 
career of Edward J. Margett, Cali- 
fornia manager of the Townsend 
movement, and described yesterday 
by Townsend as “our best man,” 
was related by Clarence O. Linn, 
San Francisco lawyer. Linn said 
that, in 1920 Federal agents seized 
400 cases of whisky, which later 
was ordered reelased for export to 
Canada. But when it was removed 
from the warehouse, instead of be- 
ing taken to the docks, it went in 
the opposite direction. 

“Federal agents attempted to seize 
it,” Linn said, “But Edward J. Mar- 
gett was sitting on top of the load 
with a rifle or a machine gun, and 
he held them off. The truck drove 
into a garage under a house, where 
the liquor was seized and Margett, 
Eddie Baker and three other men 
were arrested.” 

Subsequently, he went on, the 
liquor was released to Margett who 


removed it t oanother warehouse, 
Margett sold it to a Seattle firm, 
represented by Linn's law firm, 
Thereupon Linn got this telegram 
promptly.

The State rested its case at 3:38 
ocilock this afternoon, on conclu- 
ion of, the cross-examination of 
obert H. Cotham, former night 
clerk at the Buckingham Hotel, in 
the third trial of Ralph Pierson for 
first-degree murder im the burning 
of the Buckingham Annex, Dec. 5, 
1927, in which seven persons lost 
their lives. 

Examination of Cotham ended 
when Verne Lacy, counsel for Pier- 
hon, announced he would ask no 
more questions because of the phys- 
ical condition of the witness, who 
had been wheeled into court on a 
hospital cot, attended by a City 
Hospital interne. Court was then 
adjourned by Circuit Judge John M. 
Douglas until 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

Cotham, principal witness for the 
prosecution, who is serving a 10- 
ar prison term for his part im the 
son plot, is past 65 years old and 
a sufferer from heart disease and 
other ailments. The interrogation 
this morning was interrupted at 10- 
minute intervals to permit the wit- 
ness to rest. Replying to questions 
by Lacy, he went over ground he 
covered in direct testimony, and 
Was not shaken on the geenral 
points of his testimony. The wit- 
ness told the jury that Joseph Len- 
non, then an Assistant Circuit At- 
torney, offered “to do something for 
me with the Governor because of 
what I was doing for the State, but 
e never did.”

ourt adjourned promptly at noon, 
ntil 2 p.m. to give Cotham a respite 
from the excitement and strain of 
cross-examination. During Cotham’'s 
testimony Dr. Robert Keaney, for-

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ACQUITTAL DENIED: 
ARGUMENTS BEGIN 
N FLOGGING TRIAL 


Judge Overrules Second 
Motion for Directed Ver- 
dict on Behalf of Five 
Defendants. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
BARTOW, Fla., May 21.—Judge 
Robert T. Dewell denied today a 
defense motion for a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal for the five re- 
maining defendants in the Florida 
flogging trial, as well as a separate 
motion on behalf of one of them, F. 
W. Switzer, and directed that final 
arguments begin at once. 
The five men, former members of 
the Tampa police force, are on trial 


for the flogging of Eugene F. Poul- 
not, S. J. Rogers and Joseph Shoe- 
maker. Shoemaker died of his in- 
juries. Judge Dewell previously had 
denied the five acquittal by 
directed verdict when he freed 
their former chief, R. G. Tittsworth, 
and a seventh defendant. 

The defense opened the final ar- 
guments with E. A. Bosarge of Bar- 
tow as the first speaker. Each side 
will have a day in which to pre- 
sent arguments. The Judge expects 
to deliver his charge Saturday 
morning and the jury of six will 
then begin its deliberations. 

Only about 60 persons were in the 
courtroom as Bosarge opened his 
argument, discussing the charges 
and evidence which the jury may be 
required to consider. 

“Not Trying a Flogging Case.” 

“I want to remind you gentlemen 
you are not trying a flogging case,” 
Bosarge said, “because you know 
whoever flogged Poulnot—if he was 
flogged had no _ intention of 
kidnaping or secretly confining 
him.” 

Legality of the arrest of the

CHICAGO, May 21.—The Berlin 
correspondent of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association re- 
ports the Nazis have set up a new 
kind of family album, devoted to 
facts and figures on disease to show 
the soundness of the family trees. 

Each German will have his own 
“genealogical health album” under 
a system about to be inaugurated 
by the public health headquarters. 
Each album will list the individ- 
ual’s strong and weak points and 
hereditary tendencies for or against 
different diseases. Each persons 
will be classified as “slender,” “mus- 
cular,” or “rotund,” “agile,” “slug- 
gish,” “matter of fact,” “sensitive,” 
“hypocritical,” and so on. 

Each album will include a fam- 
ily tree, traced purely from a health 
standpoint, so that hereditary fac- 
tors may be studied. 

Because the avowed purpose of 
the albums is to place workers in 
jobs best suited to their individual 
health, each person’s maximum Ca- 
pacity ‘or work will be estimated. 

The albums will be kept up to 
date by physical examinations ev- 
ery two years or oftener.

WIFE FOR PISTOL 


Harold Podesta, 41, Dead; 
Mrs. Podesta Slashed on 
Both Legs and Left Arm 
With Razor. 


Harold Podesta, an electrician, 41 
years old, was shot and killed short- 
ly before 5 o’clock this morning as 
he and his wife, Alma, struggled 
for possession of a revolver in their 
room at 1725A South Jefferson 
avenue. 

Two shots were fired, one strik- 
ing Podesta in the back of the 
head and killing him instantly. Mrs. 
Podesta, who is 38 years old, had 
been cut with a razor earlier in 
the struggle, on both legs and on 
the left arm. 

“IT don’t know how I stood it for 
three years,” she said tearfully at 


the Lafayette Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, as she told of the constant 
bickering that had gone on sénce 
they were married in 1933. It was 
her second marriage and Podesta’s 
third, the others having ended in 
divorce. 


How the Quarrel Started. 


The quarrel which ended in the 
shooting, Mrs. Podesta said, began 
last Friday when she asked her 
husband for $1.50 to buy a house 
dress so that she could look for 
work as a saleswoman. He wouldn't 
give her the money, and she kept 
asking him for it. 

They had words last night, Mrs. 
Podesta said, and about midnight 
her husband got up and sat in a 
chair at the window, brooding and 
silent. She lay on the bed, dozing 
fitfully. About 4 o’clock she made 
an effort to patch up the quarrel, 
she said, but her husband was not 
mollified. 

“I went back to bed,” Mrs. Po- 
desta said, “and the next thing I 
knew I felt a stinging sensation in 
my legs. My husband was standing 
over me, with a razor in his hand. 

“*¥You’ve cut me!’ I told him.” 

“‘lm going to cut you 
pieces,” he answered. 

“I kicked him away and ran to 
the dresser where I kept a revolver 
in the top drawer. We scuffled for 
the gun, and then it went off.” 

Mrs. Podesta wept as she told her 
story to police and reporters at the 
police station, not knowing, \at that 
time, that her husband was dead. 
Told then that she had killed him, 
she buried her face in her hands, 
wept bitterly, and said nothing. 


Formerly of Festus, Mo. 

Podesta is survived by a daugh- 
ter, Peggy Marie, 18 years old, the 
child of his first wife, who lives 
with his parents at Festus, his 
home until three years ago. Mrs. 
Podesta has three children by her 
former marriage who live in Festus. 
Her oldest daughter is married and 
has a small child. 

The Podestas came to St. Louis 
about the time they were married 
three years ago, Mrs. Podesta said, 
and for a year and a half she 
worked in a shoe factory to support 
her husband, who was unemployed. 
Then he got a job at the Monsanto 
Chemical Co., and she lost hers. He 
never told her how much money 
he made, she said, and they quar- 
reled often when she asked him for 
money for household expenses. 

The revolver with which Podesta 
was shot, his wife said, was one 
she brought back with her from 
Festus two weeks ago when _ she 
went there to attend her father’s 
funeral. She said the weapon had 
been hidden under a garage at Fes- 
tus, and that she had no intention 
of using it when she brought it 
back to St. Louis with her.

SAYS LUCIANO OFFERED 
JOB WITH VICE RING 


Convict Testifies He Sought 
Place as Collector at 
“Only $35 a Week.”

NEW YORK, May 21. — A hotel 
sneak thief, who is serving a term 
in Sing Sing prison, definitely 
linked Charles (Lucky) Luciano to- 
day with New York's vice ring. 

Joe Bendix, who said he painted 
pictures when he was not robbing 
hotels, swore at the trial of Luciano 
and nine others on charges of 
compulsory prostitution that Lu- 
ciano promised to get him a job as 
a collector for the ring. 

Bendix, 38 years old, admitted he 
had been convicted six times since 
1912 and was now serving a term 
ranging from 15 years to life for 
grand largency. He said he had 
known Luciano for more than nine 
years. 

In May, 1935, he told Supreme 
Court Justice Philip McCook and a 
jury, he met Jimmie Frederico (one 
of the defendants) who promised 
to talk to Luciano about getting 
him a job as a collector. He met 
Luciano the next night, and Lu- 
ciano asked him why he wanted a 
job that paid only $35 a week. 

Bendix said he told Luciano he 
wanted steady work even at $35. To 
this Luciano, according to Bendix, 
said: “O K, I'll tell Little Davie 
(Betillo) to put you on.” 

Bendix did not get the job, 
though, for he found something 
else. Two weeks later, however, he 
saw Luciano again and was told to 
see “Binge” (one of the collectors). 
But again other work prevented 
him from taking the job. 

He said he saw Luciano once 
more, talked to him about a col- 
lector’s job, but did not take it. In 
January, 1936, he was arrested on 
the grand larceny charge and 
pleaded guilty.

Except during the World War, 
this country has never been sub- 
jected to so much military propa- 
ganda as it is now, the Committee 
on Exemption from Military Train- 
ing asserted in a report prepared 
for presentation today to the 2100 
delegates to the Northern Baptist 
Convention, meeting in Municipal 
Auditorium Opera House. 

It declared that the propaganda 
is “being put across by certain de- 
partments of the Government at 
Washington by the American Le- 
gion and other militaristic organ- 
izations.” 

Although citing two polls in 
which university students declared 
-emphatically in favor of optional

| found it disconcerting that the stu- 
dent interest in the matter “does 
‘not seem to be as keen as it was 
two years ago.”

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MIRO. WILL FEARED 
POVERTY, NURSE SAYS 


Testifies in Suit Over Estate 
Woman Thought She Was 
Losing Wealth. 


Testimony that Mrs. Frida Will, 
who left the bulk of her $280,000 es- 
tate to charities and only $10,000 to 
two relatives, had an obsession that 
she was poor, was given yesterday 
in the suit of her grandniece and 
nephew to break her will. Addi- 
tional witnesses to substantiate 
their claim that she was of un- 


sound mind and subject to undue 
influence when the testament was 
drawn, will be called to the witness 
stand before Circuit Judge Frank 
C. O'Malley today. 

Her nurse for a three-year period 
from 1924, Miss Lydia Wichman, 
6441 Virginia avenue, told of a con- 
‘versation with her patient in which 
she quoted Mrs. Will as saying: 
“My sister said I would land in the 
poorhouse, and I’m on the way 
there now.” 

She seemed to think, the witness 
added, that she was losing what 
money she had. At the time of this 
remark, Mrs, Will's interests, which 
were managed by Fred A. Hammel, 
now executor of her estate, had 
grown from an initial investment 
in 1918 of $83,000 to a figure approx- 
imated at her death at nearly $300,- 
000. 


Refused to Leave Bed. 


“While I was with her,” Miss 
Wichman continued, “she was at- 
tended by Dr. Louis W. Schreiber, 
now in California, who used to 
urge her to leave her bed. He would 
ask her if she was suffering, and 
then tell her to rouse herself and 
go out, and she would say, ‘I can’t.’ 
She said she was melancholy.” 

An opinion on her mental condi- 
tion had been expressed earlier by 
George T. Kollas, 71 years old, 3542 
Halliday avenue, father of Charles 
T. Kollas and Mrs. ,Hazel Hartig, 
the relatives who are contesting the 
will. Kollas said that Mrs. Will, 
his friend for many years, had ap- 
peared unduly depressed by the 
death of her husband, Louis Will, 
in 1898. Her mental condition im- 
proved, he said, until her sister died 
in 1914, when it again reached a 
low state and seemed not to im- 
prove. 

Says Memory Failed. 

Her memory failed and she forgot 
the identities of her acquaintances, 
he said. She sat for hours in a 
rocker, staring ahead of her, im- 
pervious to questions and declined 
to be drawn into discussions of gen- 
eral interest. He quoted her as say- 
ing that since her sister was gone, 
she “wanted to go, too.” 

Miss Wichman, who followed Kol- 
las on the stand, gave similar testi- 
mony as to the elderly widow's 
mental state. 

“She was physically fit but men- 
tally despondent,” the nurse said. 
She conceded that her patient gave 
rational answers to visitors and at 
all times seemed to know what she 
was doing. 

She said that in 1924, shortly aft- 
er Mrs. Will wrote her testament, 
a discussion arose in which she 
mentioned relatives and Mrs. Will 
had said: “I didn’t do right by my 
people.” 

The witness said that Mrs. Will 
had been displeased with the man- 
ner in which the St. Louis Alten- 
heim, chief beneficiary of her es- 
tate, had made use of a $10,000 do- 
nation from her in 1921 or 1922. 
The money was used to build quar- 
ters for the superintendent while 
Mrs. Will wanted the home en- 
larged for residents. 


Neighbors Are Witnesses. 


Four other witnesses, neighbors 
and friends, testified as that she 
was subject to protracted spells of 
depression amounting almost to 
melancholia and of her indifference 
to matters of common concern. One 
of the witnesses, Mrs. Lillie Oliver, 
5560 Delor street, said she had 
known Mrs. Will since girlhood, and 
had called on her frequently in later 
life. 

“I visited her once in 1923,” the 
witness said, “and Mrs. Will asked: 
‘Did they send you for money?’ I 
didn’t know what she was talking 
about. She seemed nervous and 
kept slapping herself. Once, again, 
I took her a goose, and she refused 
to accept it because the legs were 
off and she said it was from cold 
storage. I didn’t go to see her so 
much after that.” 

William H. Rechtin, 7325 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, testified he

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., May 21. 
—United States Senator James 
Couzens, a Republican who faces 
opposition for renomination within 
his own party, had an invitation 
today to enter the Democratic pri- 
mary next September. 

In Washington, Senator Couzens 
received without comment the news 
that the State Democratic pre-pri- 


mary convention had indorsed him, 
with five Democrats, for the séna- 
torial nomination. He has made no 
announcement of his plans. 

The implied invitation to the Re- 
publican Senator was contained in 
a blanket indorsement of all who 
have been mentioned as possible 
candidates. The Democrats named 
‘are Representative Prentiss M. 
Brown, former Gov. William A. 
Comstock, Frank A. Picard, who 
was defeated by Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg in 1934; Ray OD. 
Schneider, Wayne County auditor, 
and John H. Muyskens, a University 
of Michigan instructor. 

The Democrats, who held their 
formal state convention today to 
elect eight delegates-at-large, each 
with half a vote, to the national con- 
vention, heard Postmaster-Genera! 
James A. Farley state in an address 
last night that “the Governor of a 
typical prairie state” would be the 
Republican presidential nominee. 

He did not name the candidate, 
but Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kansas, 
is the only midwestern state execu- 
tive prominently mentioned as a 
possible presidential nominee.

Boxing Team’s Funds Assured. 


HE national Olympic boxing 

trials, conducted here last 
night under the auspices of the 
Chicago Tribune, will yield around 
$20,000 net for the Olympic Fund. 
This will be earmarked for the 
expenses of the Olympic boxing 
group and if any remains over, 
that will be used in the general 
fund. 

It is the policy of the Olympic 
Committee, this year, to make all 
sports self-sustaining. Those that 
provide a surplus will be helping 
those unable to raise sufficient 
funds. 

One of the big setbacks to 
Olympic hopes was the basket- 
ball competition, which had been 
expected to produce something 
like $100,000 in receipts and fin- 
ished with about $6000 net.

No Withdrawals Recorded. 


HILE there have been re- 

ports of two or three na- 
tions pulling out of the Berlin 
games, there have been no offi- 
cial withdrawals among the 52 
nations to enter. 

“I do not believe any nation 
will withdraw from the Olympic 
Games, even though some may 
feel the financial pinch,” com- 
mented Bingham. “In fact, it 
looks now as though it will re- 
main for the 1936 Olympics to 
break all records of the past in 
number of athletes competing. 

“At this writing the 52 coun- 
tries entered are counted on to 
send more than 5500 athletes and 
that will surpass all previous 
records by more than 2000. 

“At Los Angeles only 1700 were 

_on hand, due to the excessive cost 
of sending men from Europe to 
Los Angeles. The best previous 
representation was at the Paris 
games, when 3385 took part. 
Stockholm, in 1912, drew the next 
largest total with 3282. In 1908 
at London 2731 competed, and 
2731 were sent to’ Antwerp in 1920. 

“The fewest athletes ever sent 
to an Olympic revival attended 
the games in Paris in 1900. On 
that occasion only 427 athletes 
took part. Even in the first year 
of the Olympic revivals in 1896 
at Athens, the total was larger— 
484. And in St. Louis, during the 
World’s Fair of 1904, the Olympic 
Games attracted only 595.

he is applying a normal vaca- 
tion-with-pay to Olympic  pur- 
poses. 
“We even permit them to let 
their vacations with pay accumu- 
late over two or three years, if 
their employers approve,” Bing- 
ham explained. 

“Where athletes are not en- 
titled to pay and time off, in the 
regular routine of the office, they 
may not accept compensation 
during their absence with the 
Olympic team.”

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DEATH FOR SIX CLASSES 
OF SMUGGLERS IN CHINA 


Drastic Regulations Intended to 
Curb Illegal Importing in North- 
ern Section. 

NANKING, May 21.—Drastic reg- 
ulations designed to curb smuggling 
into North China, twice subject to 
protests from the Chinese Govern- 
ment ‘to Japan, were announced 
last night. 

One measure provides the death 
penalty for six classes of violators. 
These include _ resistance to cus- 
toms officials by force, conspiring 
with foreigners or “rebels” to evade 
duties and those evading payment | 
of legitimate duties'in excess of 
6000 Chinese dollars. 

The second article provides life 
imprisonment for those openly re- 
sisting or threatening customs 
agents or evaders of duties amount- 
ing to more than 1000 Chinese dol- 
lars. 

Persons involved in the trans- 
portation, sale or hoarding of con- 
traband are liable to seven years’ 
imprisonment. Violators in areas 
where a state of emergency exists 
are subject to courtmartial and 
elsewhere to regulations of the civil 
courts, effective for one year. 


ROOSEVELT SIGNS NORRIS BILL 
FOR RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 


Authorizes $410,000,000 Expenditure 
in 10 Years to Extend Power 
Lines to Farms. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today signed the 


Norris bill authorizing expenditure; 
of $410,000,000 over the next 10 years| 


for rural electrification. 

The first year the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation would be 
authorized to make, loans up to a 
total of $50,000,000 to the rural elec- 
trification administration. Appro- 
priations of $40,000,000 a year for 
the nine years following were auth- 
orized. 

The act is designed to extend pow- 
er lines into rural areas with long 
tern: loans to farm groups, munici- 
palities and private companies. 
While private concerns can borrow, 
a provision of the new law says 
that farm associations, co-opera- 
tives and other non-profit farm 
units should be given preference. 

Morris L. Cooke of Pennsylvania 
was nominated today for a new 10- 
year term as Rural Electrification 
Administrator. He will administer 
the extensive program provided in 
the new ‘law. 


Mexican Troops Kill 9 Rebels.

Press Comment on Supreme Court 


Decision Against Guffey Law 


Opinions Vary From Approval to Declaration 
That Minority View Will Ultimately 
Prevail. 


ROLLOwine are extracts from editorial comment on the Supreme 
Court’s decision declaring the Guffey Coal Control Law wncon- 


stitutional : 

New York Post (pro-Roosevelt): 
There was a No Man’s Land in 
France. The Supreme Court is de- 
veloping a No Man’s Land in 
America. . . . The court’s decision 
on the Guffey Act widens the area 
of our No Man’s Land and deepens 


its desolation. ... 

A half million American workers 
and their families rely on _ the 
bituminoys industry for their bread 
and butter. Conditions have been 
so terrible that their average wages 
recently have been little more than 
$500 a year. ... But the Supreme 
Court rules that all this is not of 
national concern, but of purely 
local concern; that though the 
States may have no power to cor- 
rect these conditions, the Constitu- 
tion—framed to create “a more 
perfect Union” — can do nothing 
about it. 

The court has held in the past 
that Congress may exercise its pow- 
er over interstate commerce to ban 


(lotteries, to inspect the manufac- 


ture of foods and drugs, to prevent 
the sale of oleomargarine colored to 
look like butter. But it refuses to 
let Congress interfere to prevent 
the demoralization of a great in- 
dustry, to save its owners from 
bankruptcy, its resources from ex- 
haustion, it workers from hopeless 
degradation. 

Herald Tribune (Republican): 
The Guffey bill was so obviously un- 
constitutional under the principles 
laid down in the Schechter poultry 
case that even the New Deal legis- 
lators hesitated to enact it. Any 
administration with a decent regard 
for either the Constitution or the 
Supreme Court would have aban- 
doned it. ... The price-fixing ele- 
ments of the act, insofar as they 
relate to interstate commerce, 
plainly raise other and more doubt- 
ful constitutional problems. ... 

The tragedy of such defiant leg- 
islation is that it merely delays and 
postpones sound progress. The 
plight of the soft coal industry has 
been for years desperate. If Gov- 
ernment, of the states or of the na- 
tion, can find means at once con- 


stitutional and economically effec- 
tive, to improve conditions, the 
whole country will applaud the ef- 
fort. Unfortunately the New Deal 
operates by other standards. 

New York Times (Democratic): 
In declaring the Guffey coal act 
unconstitutional, the Supreme Court 
has pronounced judgment on a law 
which from the very outset was 
clouded by grave legal doubts. This 
was the measure concerning which 
the President said, when he urged 
Congress to enact it, that there 
were “not ten but a thousand dif- 
ferent legal opinions” on the ques- 
tion of Federal regulation of the 
bituminous coal industry. He 
thought conditions in that industry 
so unsatisfactory, and the need of 
remedial legislation so evident, that

If the Supreme Court now finds 
that Congress exceeded its author- 
ity in the enactment of this law, it 
does not follow necessarily that the 
doors are closed to all legislative 
action, and that nothing can be 
done by any Governmental agency 
to supplement and reinforce’ the 
continuing efforts of the industry 
itself to put its affairs in better 
order. Federal power has reached 
too far; but there remains the pos- 
sibility of effective action by State 
governments, acting within the 
framework of the Constitution. ...

RAIL PENSIONS CALLED 
“MORAL OBLIGATION” 


Government Uses Argument in 
Defending Constitution- 
ality of Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The 
Government argued in District of 
Columbia Supreme Court today 
that it has a “moral obligation” to 
pension aging railroad workers. 

“The United States wants to see 
old men withdrawn from railroad 
work,” said Walter Pollak, New 
York, special assistant to the At- 
torney-General. 

“But if the United States wishes 
the retirement of men 65*years old 
from railroad work, it certainly has 
a moral obligation to make some 
provision for them. They cannot 
longer receive wages if they are 
to be barred from further work on 
the roads.” 

In previous cases, Pollak told 


Justice Jennings Bailey, the Su- 
preme Court has upheld the Gov- 
ernment’s payment of “moral obli- 
gations” even when the law under 
which they were contracted has 
been found unconstitutional. 

The attorney was defending the 
Government's new railroad retire- 
ment law and a tax laid against 
railroads and their employes in a 
separate act. A previous. retire 
ment law had been ruled unconsti- 
tutional because compulsory “cone 
tributions” from railroads and men 
were made part of the retirement 
scheme itself. 

The railroads are attacking the 
constitutionality of the new laws. 

Citing the arguments of railroad 
lawyers that the industry was “de- 
pressed,” Pollak declared: 

“The fact that the railroad in- 
dustry is depressed makes it all 
the more imperative that the Gove 
ernment come to the aid 6f super- 
annuated railroad workers.” 

The national defense power, on 
which the Government successfully 
defended the _ constitutionality of 
the Tennéssee Valley Authority be- 
fore the United States Supreme 
Court was stressed by Government 
attorneys. 

“The question before the Supreme 
Court in the 1934 retirement law 
case was based solely on the Gove 
ernment’s power to regulate inter 
state commerce,” Pollak said.

If the people desire to give Ccugress the pow- 
er to regulate industries within tbe state, and 
the relations of employers and employes in those 
industries, they are at liberty to declare their 
will in the appropriate manner, but it is not for 
the court to amend the Constitution by judicial

These words from Chief Justice Hughes’ separate 
opinion in the Guffey-Snyder Coal Act case have a 
meaning so clear that M cannot be misunderstood. 
Under the Constitution, Congress cannot do what it 
set out to do in that now invalidated law. However, 
the people have a constitutional right to turn to the 
amending process if they wish to exercise it.

Subdi- 
vision of a nickel. Or else they did without. 

Government rations were distributed from 
a warehouse, but were sometimes spoiled. 
Embalmed meat. “My dog wouldn't eat it— 
and he was hungry.” “My kids won't eat it 
—it makes ‘em sick.” No bread. No salt. 
No sugar. Some of the prunes were gocd. 
Some had to be soaked and the weevils 
skimmed off the top.

FTER three weeks of waiting and three 


For three weeks, while committees met or 
failed to meet, while plans were discussed 
and referred and tabled and taken up and 
put down, the energy of 23,000 people was ex- 
pended in contriving a way to keep alive. 
Seventeen persons livee in three rooms and 
waited for Aldermen ~ refer the matter to 
another committee. 

Unfortunately, most of the unemployed be- 
lieved that something was actually going to 
be done for them soon. They waited with- 
out audible protest and did not make them- 
selves obvious or annoying. Through fear 
or ignorance or lethargy, due to repeated 
defeat and bad food, they remained at home 
or walked the streets hunting a job because 
they were classed as “employable.” Health 
and strength and skill became a liability 
under the new ruling that all who were 
capable of work be removed from the relief 
rolls. 

The demonstrations of the American 
Workers’ Union were brought about by a 
minority of the workers—but an articulate 
minority. They expressed the bitterness, the 
desperation and the need of all the 23,000. 
They waited outside the City Hall in the 
rain while the evicted ones among them re- 
ceived promises of housing and the hungry 
ones received promises of food, and when 
these promises proved to be as empty as 
their own stomachs, they refused to go home 
and be nice about it. Instead, they persist- 
ed in making very obvious the fact that, al- 
though the affairs of St. Louis seemed to be 
going on as usual and the heads of corpora- 
tions found a definite increase in profits 
and the waiters were very busy at the Park 
Plaza, for three weeks several thousand men 
and women had been living on prunes ard 
dry peas and promises—and were tired of it. 

There was something both inspiring and 
shameful about the sight of the unemployed 


picketing the relief office and camping in |

the City Hall. Shameful in the fact that it 
was necessary to shout, to parade, to carry 
banners and to demand what should have 
been merely a recognized right. Shameful 
in the fact that society is so organized that 
men and women have to combat public in- 
difference with noise and banners, have to 
stand for hours in the rain and march all 
night in the cold to receive a dole instead of 
an opportunity to live by their own ability. 

That they did not employ even more jungle 
tactics in a world apparently governed by 
the jungle rule of force is surprising. The 
march was inspiring in its spirit of unity 
and in its courage. “I couldn't mahch with 
‘em,” said one little Negro woman crippled 
with arthritis, “but I held up a bannah for 
‘em.” 

The feeling of being together, of under- 
standing and of solidarity was apparent. 
They were there out of necessity for them- 
selves, but they spoke and acted for hun- 
dreds of others. They are beginning to real- 
ize the deeply buried causes of their condi- 
tion and to know that only together will it 
be possible for them to find a sane way out. 

* . * 


That a certain sum has been appropricted 
for relief is no answer to the question. Ee- 
fore this “crisis,” the unemployed were liv- 
ing below all decent standards. The cause 
of this cannot be rooted out by $75,000, nor 
can families be decently cared for even tem- 
porarily by such a sum. 

“These are my people as well as your peo- 
ple!” shouted an Alderman with a quiver in 
his voice, to a meeting of ministers and civic 
leaders and speakers from the Workers’ 
Union. “But my duty is to the poor strug- 
gling taxpayer who is trying to keep a roof 
over his head.” That the roof is quite solid 
over a good many taxpayers’ heads was 
pointed out to him, but that in their help- 
less search for funds the Aldermen should 
go where the money very obviously can be 
found was apparently a suggestion too sim- 
ple to be considered. 

It is up to those in civic positions.of re- 
sponsibility to realize that the interest and 
welfare of every citizen is inextricably bound 
up with the whole economic system. Lack 
of funds is no excuse as long as the means 
of producing wealth and the labor with 
which to produce it are both idle. The 
shrunken and limited life of the city’s peo 
ple is not a matter to be disposed of in a 
committee meeting. Nor can it be solved 
until we go beyond traditional rights and 
theories and standards and recognize that 
life is more important than property. Until 
then, we cannot plan with any real wisdom.

Ground, They May Be Molded 
Into Steaks and Chops and 
Served Attractively. 


It is surely nice to know that you 
can have that delicious flavor pe- 
culiar to broiled meats as often as 
you like, even if your food budget 
calls for .the purchase of the eco- 
nomical, less demanded cuts of 
meat. Have your meat retailer 
grind these cuts. Then with a lit- 
tle bit of clever manipulation in the 
formation of the ground meat, you 


may think you're broiling a fancy 
T-bone steak. 
Grinding Makes Tender. 

The grinding breaks up the con- 
nective tissue in these less tender 
cuts and makes it possible to cook 
them successfully by the broiling 
method. The only thing you need 
to worry about is the preparing of 
the meat so that it will stay to- 
gether and make an attractive ap- 
pearing final product. There are 
several simple ways, however, to 
accomplish this. Seasoning the 
meat and forming it into small pat- 
ties each of which is wrapped with 
a slice of bacon and fastened with 
a toothpick seems the most com- 
mon way. If you want to be even 
more certain of the shape of the 
finished patties, you can knead the 
meat a little before forming it 
into shapes. Kneading will have 
a tendency to develop a natural co- 
hesion in the meat itself. This may 
still not be enough so some wom- 
en take further precautions and 
add a slightly beaten egg, some 
catsup or perhaps some well sea- 
soned leftover gravy. 

Steaks, Chops, of Ground Meat. 

It is really fun to form’ these 
ground meat mixtures into shapes 
|of chops or steaks and broil them 
'in that manner. It is necessary to 
take particular care, though, when 
you turn them so that the steak 
doesn't lose the “tenderloin = sec- 
tion” or the chop break in two! |

easiest method of broiling and also 
the method which produces _ the 
most juicy and palatable product. 

When the budget shows no loop- 
holes and the family is hard to 
please try some broiled ground 
meat. It will prove itself well 
worth your while. 

Planked Ground Beef. 
Mix two pounds of ground beef 
| with a little chopped suet, two ta- 
_ blespoons of chopped green pepper, 
one-half cup of catsup, two tea- 
spoons salt, one-half teaspoon dry 
mustard and two tablespoons Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Arrange the meat 
' into a flat oval cake and place in 
the center of a buttered plank. 
| Place in a preheated oven so that 
| there is a distance of about three 
| inches between the top of the steak 
_and the element of flame. When 
the steak is nicely browned on one 
side, turn. Surround steak with 
little sausages and peach halves in 
which cloves are inserted. Return 
plank to the oven until meat and 
peach halves are brown and sau- 
Sages are done. Serve at once. 
Broiled Ground Beef.

Wipe the chops with a damp 
cloth and place them in the bottom 
of a deep casserole; peel and quar- 
ter the apples, arrange over the 
chops; sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per; pare and slice potatoes one- 
half inch thick; pare onions and 
slice thin; lay over apples.

Make biscuits of one cup flour; 
two teaspoons baking powder; one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; two table- 
spons shortening; one-half cup of 
milk. Cut with very small cutter. 


PRUNE WAFFLES 


Two cups flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

Five tablespoons sugar, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two eggs. 

Four tablespoons butter, melted. 

One cup prunes. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Sift flour, baking powder, sugar 
and salt together. Add beaten eggs, 
melted butter and milk, and mix 
well. Finally add the fruit to the 
mixture. Bake on a hot waffle iron. 


Sweet Potato Pudding. 

Grate two medium-sized sweet po- 
tatoes. Pour one quart milk over 
them immediately before they turn 
dark. Beat two eggs until light, 
add one cup sugar, one tablespoon 
molasses and ground spices to taste. 
Combine with milk and . potatoes. 
Turn into a greased baking dish 
and bake in a moderate oven. Serve 
hot with plain or frozen whipped 
cream.

FTHICS CODE DRAFTED 
FOR BAPTIST PASTORS 


Withdrawn for Year, However, 
So That Council Can 
Revise It. 


A code of ethics for Northern 
Baptist ministers which was to have 
been presented to the Northern 
Baptist Convention tomorrow was 
withdrawn by the Ministers’ Coun- 
cil of the denomination in a meet- 
ing at Bishop Tuttle Memorial last 
night. Although the council ap- 
proved it in principle, objections 
were made that the code was am- 
biguous and subject to misinterpre- 
tation, so it was decided to rewrite 
it and offer it again next year. 

The code was drawn in an effort 
to exercise some sort of control 
over “short-cut” preachers, most 
prevalent in rural areas, who man- 
age to enter the ministry with little 
or no education or religious back- 
ground, sometimes without being 
ordained, and try to attract other 
church members to their following. 

The Presbyterian church has 
ousted ministers of this type in re- 
cent years, with the result that 
some of them went over to the Bap- 
tist denominations. 

Some of Points in Code. 

Some of the 15 points in the code 
were: 

“We shall never place salary 
above service in thought or declara- 
tion.” 

“A worthy minister will ever have 
listening ears to all the troubles and 
ills and perplexities of his people, 
but his lips will be dumb as to re- 
peating what he hears. It is uneth- 
ical to repeat what has been said 
to the minister in confidence.” 

“It is unethical for a minister to 
be a proselytizer, invading other 
churches and trying to get members 
from them; to make professional 
calls on members of other churches; 
to malign another minister or be- 
smirch his reputation; after retir- 
ing, to continue to cultivate the 
members of the flock by accepting 
funerals and weddings; to become 
a party to splitting his church into 
rival camps. 

“When a minister breaks with 
the generally accepted teachings 
of his church and denomination, 
the ethical thing to do is to offer 
his resignation with an announce- 
ment of his departure from the 
faith. His further relation should 
be determined by the church he 
serves. Freedom of thought and in- 
terpretation do not justify infidel- 
ity to the truth to which a minis- 
ter has solemnly pledged his alle- 
giance.” 

What Should He Preach? 

There was a lot of discussion in 
the last point. Should a minister 
preach what he believes, or what 
the congregation wants to hear? 
The consensus was that he ought 
to be a leader and not be governed 
by his congregation, but should re- 
main within the bounds of the ac- 
cepted teachings of the denomina- 
tion. 

About 400 members attended the 
meeting of the council, which was 
formed a year ago and has 2200 
members out of the 5000 Northern 
Baptist clergymen. The code of 
ethics, the first which the council 
has ever attempted to formulate 
is necessary, members feel, be- 


cause Northern Baptists have no’ 


church government and no bishops, 
each church is an independent unit 
and is not bound by the decisions 
of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

The Rev. Dr. Albert H. Gage, 
vice-president of the council, told 
a reporter the qualifications for or- 
dination are too low in the North-

PURCHASE APPROVED 


Charles 
County Agrees to Take Over 
Two Spans, 


The County Court of St. Charles 
County agreed yesterday to pur- 
chase the Lewis and Clark bridges 
spanning the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi rivers at Alton and to pay 
for them with an issue of $2,757,000 
of bonds, interest and principal of 
which would be payable only out of 
revenue from the bridges. 

A contract to be drawn up within 
a few days will follow the details 
of the purchase plan as published 
in the Post-Dispatch last week. The 
bridges and about seven miles of 
connecting and attached highway 
also included in the purchase were 
built in 1928 by the Alton-St. Louis 
Bridge Co., at a cost of $2,517,000. 

As has been told in the Post- 
Dispatch, the $240,000 excess over 
the original cost will be the profit 
of the promoters holding the com- 
mon stock of the present owning 
company, Lewis & Clark Bridge 
Co., which acquired the property 
after a receivership of the original 
company. H. H. Ferguson of Alton, 
president of the old and new bridge 
companies, holds the stock for a 
syndicate. 

Possession on June 1. 

Under the purchase plan agreed 
on yesterday the County will take 
possession of the bridges June 1 
and will thereafter collect the tolls 
which will be devoted to paying 
the cost of operation and creating 
of a sinking fund to pay interest 
and principal of the new bonds. 
The annual sinking fund for series 
A bonds, of which $2,332,000 worth 
will be issued, was set at $160,000, 
out of which in the first year about 
$87,000 will be used to pay interest 
at 3% and $72,000 for principal 
payments. 

An additional sinking fund of 
$17,000 a year was designated for 
the series B bonds of which $425,- 
000 worth will be issued. The gross 
toll revenue last year was $281,000. 
The bonds are to mature July 15,

I am not ready to assume that 
the people of the United States 
must be frozen into castes, pigeon- 
holed, tagged and wet nursed by 
the government at Washington. The 
people of this country are still, cap- 
able of working out their own des- 
tiny if given a reasonable chance. 

A majority of them want only the 
chance. To this majority the Re- 
publican party must appeal. 

Unless the appeal is fumbled by 
political stupidity, we shall come 
back into pogver, perhaps not this 
year, but certainly four years hence, 
Our immediate concern must nec- 
essarily be ways and means of do- 
ing up our cause in a saleable pack- 
age.

THE GUFFEY LAW 
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The Court’s opinion of the effort to 
regulate hours, wages and what- 
not in the soft coal industry is as 
decisive as it is heartening. It 
is needed reaffirmation of the doc- 
trine of States’ rights. It is a 
wholesome declaration against 
further raids by the Federal Gov- 
ernment into fields which are none 
of its business.- It should put a 
stop once and for all to the dan- 
gerous practice of legislating first 
and thinking about it afterward. 
It should inspire both President and 
Congress to pay some attention in 
the future to the views of men who 
know, from long study and actual 
experience how a democracy such 
as ours really functions. 

While the Guffey decision is hard- 
ly the blow to the Roosevelt hope 
which was delivered when the NRA 
was rejected, it must be a source 
of great’ disappointment just the 
same. It is now made so clear as 
to be no longer a matter of the 
slightest doubt that the Constitu- 
tion stands inexorably in the way 
of the President’s cherished plans 
for a centralization of authority 
over the nation’s industry, agricul- 
ture and business. The warning that 
the red light is against collectivism 
in the United States is unmistak- 
ably clear.

Senate adopted an amendment to 
the $384,000,000 omnibus flood con< 
trol bill today to authorize appro- 
priation of $16,000,000 for work on 
the St. Francis River in Missour!

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
who introduced the amendment, 
said the Army Board of Engineers 


had approved the project and that 
it would protect 1,225,200 acres. 

On motion of Senator Minton

vide $2,540,000 for works in the 
Kankakee River basin at Momence, 
Ill., was stricken from the Dill. 
Minton said local officials had 
urged withdrawal of the proposal, 
He termed their action “unique.”

This step was taken in voting down

Active Child 


Can Be Held 
By Harness 


Some Form of Control Often 
Needed—Training in Trat- 
fic Regulations.

66 HAVE to take my little son 
| tor a walk, and the only walk 
that is possible for us is a city 
street. He enjoys it very much, but 
he is almost uncontrollable. He 
darts from me. He does unexpect- 
ed leaps and 
jumps, slips out 
of my hands 
though I'm trying 
to hold on to him. 
I am afraid ta 
take him out be- 
cause I cannot be 
sure of him for a 
minute, and the 
traffic is thick at 
the crossings. The 
crowd often hides 
him from me as 
he dashes for iib- 
erty.” 

There are some 
children who do 
not seem to feel 
content if their hands are held, 
Even the loosest grasp will make 
them fretful and drive them to wig- 
gle and twist and squirm them- 
selves free. They are usually as 
fast as lightning and almost as elu- 
sive as quicksilver. They endanger 
their safety and worry their guar- 
dians to tears. 

For such children a set of gay 
harness that crosses their shoul- 
ders and comes under their arms, 
with reins for the nurse or the 
mother to hold, is sometimes a solu- 
tion. Many of these active little 
ones love to play pony or horse; and 
enjoy being held by the rein. These 
are long enough ahd strong enough 
to allow the racer some length of 
freedom, while they allow him 
guidance and protection at the same 
time. If a line of little bells runs 
across the chest strap, so much the 
better. 

Playing games in the house with 
mother as a partner is one way to 
train a traffic jumper. Play po- 
liceman at the corner. Lay out the 
walk, mark the corners. Have green 
lights and red light, colored paper 
and imagination will furnish all the 
necessary equipment. And obey 
the signals. Siroll down the walk, 
look in the shop windows, do some 
buying, wrapping the bundles, cross 
the streets according to signals. The 
little one will want to be the moth- 
er, the policeman, the storekeep- 
er, all of the actors at once, but you 
can settled that by allowing him to 
be each in turn. 

Teach traffic signals along with 
the other important facts like his 
name, address, father’s name, tele- 
phone number, and his age. Teach 
him to say: “Stop at the red light.” 
“Go on the green light.” “Wait for 
the signal.” Ask him to recite his 
safety rules every day. At first 
they will be just words like “Eenie 
meenie minie mo,” but before long, 
when experience gives them con- 
tent, those words will begin to take 
root in his mind and govern his 
action. 

When walking with a child ob- 
serve the regulations strictly. Don’t 
take a firm grip on the child's hand 
and race across the street to beat 
a light. Don’t try to dodge between 
cars. Wait for the light. If you 
take chances you teach the child 
to do the same. What you do speaks 
louder than what you say. By con- 
sistent teaching little children can 
be trained to observe traffic rules 
perfectly and so make themselves 
safe.

éé READ your article every day,” 
| writes a young man, “and ‘it 
interests me, One reason is 
that you seem to feel and write 
things that pertain so much to the 
poor man, and that hits a lot of us, 

“I’m a young man 21 years old 
who should be started in the world, 
but I am not. Maybe it is my fault, 
but when I look about and see 
thousands in the same fix, I doubt 
if I’m to blame. 

“We try hard to get work, but 
they have only enough work for 
their own men. People say you 
have to be skilled nowadays, and I 
heartily agree; but to become 
skilled we have to go to some 
school. 

“If we cannot work we cannot 
save enough to go to school. An- 
other thing, if the family is unfor- 
tunate enough to be on relief, and 
one child gets work the family is 
taken off relief right away. 

“Then the child supports a fam- 
ily. How does this give him a start 
in life? If the father is over 50, 
he has very little chance of getting 
a regular job. So the child, or 
children, are tied down through no 
fault of their folks or themselves. 
It’s an economic mess. 

“The old people have had hard 
luck by having their savings all 
swept away, but I think the young 
folks have a tougher time in a way 
than they—we never had a start, 
and little hope of getting one. 

“The best remedy I have seen so 
far is the Townsend plan, which 
takes care of the old folks, and 
gives young folks some chance. I 
was a doubter at first, but I’m for 
it now. What do you think of it?” 

The Townsend plan seeks secur- 
ity for the aged. Of all civilized 
nations, our country is the last to 
move in this matter; 
why we may go too fast. 


In the Social Security Act we | 


made a beginning, but with true 
American impatience we may 
plunge into a worse mess. So vast 
a change must not be decided by 
stampede, nor will a tax gadget 
do it. 

What will such a plan do to our 
minds, our moral stamina? It is 
possible to lose what we have by 
trying unwisely to get what we 
want.
